Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The Examiner agrees that Holman teaches away from the claimed invention, and that 
the combination of Goldstein and Holman would be divergent from the path taken by the 
Applicant. Thus, for the reasons discussed by the Appelant in the brief; for example, 
"there is no discernable suggestion or motivation to combine the teachings of Holman 
with Goldstein to provide a control device for storing coupons. The memory to which 
selected information is stored in Holman is located in an external, dedicated processing 
device which interfaces directly with a television. Therefore, modifying Goldstein with 
the teachings of Holman, to the extent possible, would make Goldstein's device unfit for 
its intended purpose because it would result in the addition of another device having no 
controller functionality. In other words, Holman teaches away from the Applicants' 
claimed invention of enabling the user to receive and store advertising information by 
way of a,single remote control device", the limitations of claims 33, 34, 37-53, 56-57, 60- 
71 , 74-84, 87-96, 99-1 13 and 11 6-1 19 are allowed over the prior art.
